I'aducah barbers have always sub-' 
initted to the examination without 
protest, but whan the board first be- 
gan IU duties tka barbers of !>>xln«- 
ton, Louiaville and Bowling Green 
raised a bowl that was heard all over 
the .tale, and the Ixiaiavllle barbers 
won out rn a care in the Jefferson 
circuit court, but It waa reversed by 
the appellate court. Pending the liti- 
gation the state board wag powerless, 
so the barbers escaped the fee for the 
issuance of the certificate, but now 
the tonsoilal artists will have to come 
across. 

In Paducah there are about 2.*> 
shops, employing: about 60 barbers. 
How many of these will have to un- 
dergo an examination aud be subject 
to the examination fee of $1 it is not 
known. The opinion sa>* that those 
engaged in barber! ng three yeara be- 
fore its passage, which waa in 1902. 
will not have to undergo an exami- 
nation, but doubtless there 4a a large 
number of Journeymen barbers and 
barber* -oung in the business, who 
w I: be nffci ted by the conrt's de- 
cision, and theve may expect a visit 
ln»m the slate board early next year. 

The hoard is composed of Nick 
Frakeg, of Paducah. president; John 
Young, of Utuisvllle, secretary , and 
Jacob Br> ni. oi lioulsvllle. 

The court. Judge Carroll writing 
the opinion. sa>. all person* engaged 
In barbering in flr»t, second and third 
class cities are .ubject to its pro- 
visions. ' The a. t in It* separate parts 
and aa a whole deal* with three 
classes of barbers," sava the court. 
First, tho*e engaged three year* be- 
fore Its nasaage; second, those en- 
gaged lea- than three year.; third, 
those who entered the bus! nese after 
the passage of the law. Persons in 
the first claas are not required to 
stand an examination aa to fitness. 
The stn-ond and third claawB outlined 
above n>u*t stand the examination. 
The right to regulate and control per- 
stins engaged in any trade or occupa- 
tion that affei Is the health of the 
people Is no longer an open ques- 
tion.

We will pass by the mistletoe, relic of the 
dmids in Kngland, where it was considered 
hucrcd; and the hilarity, an heirloom from the 
r*igB of the Ixird of Misrule in England, and 
our rude, barbaric, Thor and Woden worship- 
ping ancestors. 

The real Christmas what is it for! It is 
well sometimes to get back to the source of our 
actions and measure them by fundamental mo 
fives to see how well we conform to sjiecitien 
tioiis. When the original patten is lost and we 
follow a copy, that copy may vary ever so little 
from the perfect; but bye and bye we shall 
learfi, if the pattern is 1 < mud, that the variance 
has increased monstrously until our later pro 
ducts are but travesties, conforming neither hi 
shape, size nor purjKise to the original. 

We celebrate the advent of llim on earth, 
who held up, next to the love of (!od, the love 
of his fellowman, and instead of laying down 
rules of conduct, simply said "follow me" and 
set the example. ( 'oiiseipieiitly, the Christmas 
celebration especially emphasizes the humani 
tarian side of the religion, and its application 

to the principles Of life in at dance with our 

divine pattern. In that view of it. the custom 
id' giving presents, of remembering the pool', 
and the cheer of the occasion are not misplaced. 

We are living in an humanitarian era, though 
our discoveries of age old cruelty and neglect 
make us think otherwise, and more and more as 
social ethics progress we are brought to a re 
alization that in a very practical sense we are 
onr brother's keeper. But we must not let the 
difficulty of the whole problem of the human 

uplift dull ns to the demands of the hour. The 

brotherhood of man is a matter of the heart 
us well as the head. Satire, irony and invective 
arc acid tests of human motives, valuable in 
the laboratory of the critics; but the dynamics 
of the brotherhood movement are a cheerful 
heart, a smiling face and a warm hand clasp. 

We may feel that our efforts are futile, that 
our opportunities and outlook are circumscrib- 
ed, that we can accomplish nothing in the 
world; but in our circumscribed environments 
v\e art affecting lives every moment. The move 
nient spreads from man to man. We influence 
those with whom we come in contact, and they 
take their impetus ami direction from us and 
set others in motion, and so, we oscillate, touch- 
ing one and then another, minwingly getting no 
w here, but creating an immense amount of agi- 
tation for so small a body. As in>n is banted 
by the increasing velocity of molecular move 
merit, starting from the end in the fire and ex- 
tending toward the farther end; the broth 
erli-od movement urows, the vigor of the 
movement gradually subsiding as it reaches 
the cold, forbidding air of the world, and in 
erca-ing as more of the iron is brought to the 
lire. 

This is the truth of the Christmas spirit. One 
gentle heart and smiling face and warm hand in 
a iximinunit) does more for the regenera- 
tion of the human race, than a million diatribes 
against class oppression. The fact makes 
Chi 1. 1 mas humanly valuable, as well as picas 



ant. It is why the world lives from one Christ- 
mas to another. AVe have our good side to- 
ward our fcllov men this week. You may ob 
aWVe it in the greetings on the street.

Dec. 24.— Declared to 
have no equal afloat as a first -clasi 
flighting machiue. the battleship I'tah, 
the greatest warship ever built In the 
l ulled States, was launched from the 
>ard of the New York Shipbiuldlmj 
(oiuixiny at Camden. X. J., In the 
presence of several thousand persons 
who crowded the doc kv and every 
vantage i.oint In the vicinity of the 
yard. 

Ah the big hull started to leave the 
thickly g -eased wave. Mis* Mary" Alice 
Spry, of Salt I*ke City, daughter of 
the governor of I'tah, raised her arm 
and with a swift, hard swing, broke 
a gaily berlbboned bottle of cham- 
iwigne against Mie keel of the great 
ship and spoke the words that gave 
the vessel a name. 

Hi. I'tah Is the fifth of the all-blg- 
gun type of battiesh'p for the United 
State* navy to be launched. When 
completed she will be more powerful 
than the Delaware and North Dakota 
of the Dread naught class, and ha* 
been dubbed by a member of con- 
gress, the "skeored o" nulhln' " class. 
The I'tah has a length on the load 
water line of 510 feet, or ">21tt feet 
over all. and a beam of 1>S feet 2 
Inches.

Codify School Ijiws. 

The Kentucky educational commis- 
sion ha* practically completed the 
huge and Important task of codifying 
the aohool laws of the state, and will 
pm|M>ffo an almost Rew system. The 
srhool bill adopted two y«>ars ago wi|< 
be IncorsKirated kj the new measure 
almost without chansv. and the new 
feature* of the code will relate to 
the organisation and conduct of gov- 
erning lioarde of the city school*, 
which will be reduced In number 
and made non-partisan. Further Im- 
provements In tho rural schools 

for. Many Interests ere 
this measure, and a strong 
effort will be made to put It 
without delay. 

Incorporated in the »choo! measure 
will bo the bill providing snhool suf- 
frage for women. This proivosltlon 
wm before the legislature at Its hal 
session, but failed of pmeeage. So 
much work hag been done in stirring 
up public sentiment In favor of It. 
however, and so hearty has been 
the support of the press of the state 
that It Is believed the bill will be 



ly 820,no<i,Ot)0 and deposite aggre- 
gating 8<>6,r>oo,o'<>o. 

Liquor legislation, U any Is adopt- 
ed, will take the form of an exten- 
sion of the county unit bill. It was 
at first thought that the Kentucky 
Anti-Saloon league would attempt to 
put through a bill making the state 
the nnlt and would proceed then to 
try for state-wide prohibition; but 
announcement has been has been 
made that the league'^ effort* will b.) 
confined to getting a bill making the 
county without exception the unit. 
At present cltleg of over 3,000 pop- 
ulation are exerrrirted from the oper- 
ation of the law. Neejfrees to say. 
the new extension will be opposed by 
the liquor interests, and the fight 
wiM probably develop the compara- 
tive strength in Democrat!* ranks of 
Col. John H. 
and Oov J. 
Frankfort. 

U<»>d Hoed* In Limelight. 
The amendment to the state con- 
stitution, meklng lt easier for the 
counties to build good roads, will 
probably be taken advantage of by- 
passing legislation made , 4bV by 

the new amendment. It has been 
proposed that the construction of 
road* and bridges be put in the hands 
of a state engineering commhsslon. 
and this will probably be done. A bill 
based on the laws of other states 
having good highways will be drawn 
up by rhe State Good Roardi asso- 
ciation.

subject. They will probably he 
gnided by the leaders of their parties 
at Frankfort.

Of great political Importance will 
be the redletrlcting bill which will 
be Introduced as the result of work 
done by the governor, who appointed 
a commission of prominent men of 
both parties several months ago for 
the purpose of prolog a new di- 
rts In of the state.
